The present movement gives much 
convincing evidence of being the real 
thing. 
The price cuts are more wide­ 
spread; they affect entire industries, 
and basic industries at t h a t ; they are 
based on bnmpei 
crops, 
increasing 
production of manufactured goods, in­ 
ability to borrow money for specula­ 
tive ‘ corners" and a firm refusal of 
consumers to buy at the top prices 
more than their most urgent require­ 
ments demand. 
Everything essential 
seems lo join in making this the logi­ 
cal time to begin the long awaited de­ 
cline in living costs. 


The public may lie assured that this 
decline 
will 
spread 
and 
continue 
wholesomely aud safely, if the public 
itself docs its part. 
There are two 
possible dangers. 
Due is that con­ 
sumers will lose their heads after the 
first wave of notable price reductions, 
aud start buying again on the lavish 
scale of last year. 
That would re ­ 
sult inevitably in a «becking of the 
downward movement, and might r e ­ 
sult in sending prices up again to a l ­ 
most their rerent 
high 
level. 
The 
other danger is that the price-cutting 
will proceed, for various reasons, at 
too rapid a pare, thus demoralizing 
business and finance, 
This is to lie 
guarded against no less than the for­ 
mer trouble, for though it would pro­ 
tit consumers greatly for a little while 
In the long run it would profit no-
